Thank you for being a participant in this Solemn Liturgical 
Service with which we gratefully commemorate the sooth 
anniversary of the birth of Saint Ignatius of Loyola and the 
4soth anniversary of the papal confirmation of our Order. As 
we assemble here this afternoon, we are joined in spirit to 
Jesuit celebrations worldwide this weekend, the principal one 
being a Eucharistic Liturgy of Thanksgiving to be offered just a 
few hours from now by His Holiness, Pope John Paul II, in 
Saint Peter’s Basilica in Rome. 

This ceremony is taking place in a historic set of buildings 
now known as the Jesuit Urban Center. The Center’s 
magnificent Church of the Immaculate Conception—along 
with its great Hook & Hastings organ—is near the completion 
of a process of major renovation and renewal. The effort to 
make this masterpiece of 19th Century ecclesiastical 
architecture serviceable to the needs of the People of God 
today is in a way symbolic of the renewal which the Society of 
Jesus and the Church itself have been striving to achieve since 
the Second Vatican Council. It is fitting to celebrate these 
things as well. 

Our “Vespers,” or early evening prayer, today anticipates 
tomorrow’s feast of Mary, Mother of the Society of Jesus. The 
service is from the Church’s Liturgy of the Hours. On this 
occasion it takes on a special solemnity in that it is presided 
over by a member of the college of bishops, whose presence 
signifies the Society’s bond of union with the Church, universal 
and local. Further distinction is given to the service in that its 
music is provided by the Handel & Haydn Society of Boston 
under the leadership of its eminent artistic director. The Handel 
& Haydn Society, this country’s oldest continually active 
performing arts organization, is celebrating an anniversary of 
its own this year, having been founded 175 years ago; we 
congratulate them even as they honor us. Finally, it is quite 
wonderful that we can pay tribute to our Founder with the 
sublime and perfectly appropriate music of The Solemn Vespers 
of a Confessor, by Wolfgang Amadeus Mozart, in the 200th 
anniversary year of that great composer’s death. 

Again, thank you for being here, and let us begin.
